dream  and  backedthe  dreamers 
with  love  and  financial  support. 

Then  there  as  the  U.S. 
Government  NTIA  which  [thanks 
again  to  listener  extra-gene- 
rosity] gave  then-young-and- 
unproven  WPFW  grants  to  buy 
some  new  broadcast  studio 
equipment. 

Months  turned  into  years. 

The  Pacifica  National  News 
Bureau  moved  in  rebuilding  our 
former  third  floor  "News  Studio 
35"  at  700  H  Street  in  China- 
town. District  of  Columbia.  That 
was  this  year.  They  installed 
modern  equipment  for  their 
daily  satellite  news  broadcast. 

By  this  time  WPFW  had  found 
and  contracte  with  its  own  stu- 
dio engineers— Po  Boy  Media  of 
New  Orleans.  LA.  Po  Boy  to  the 
rescue.  They  built  a  fine  looking 
"Control  Room  43"  in  what  was 
89.3's  first  Air  Control  Studio 
when  we  moved  in  the  building  in 
1978,  only  with  brand  new 
equipment 

But  our  production  studio  was 
still  like  a  flophouse,  with  trans- 
formers which  had  to  be  kicked 
to  get  the  hum  out  of  the  sys- 
tem, and  some  of  the  very  first 
stero  equipment  manufactured 
for  broadcast  use  back  in  the 
1950s. 

General  Manager  Marita 
Rivero  was  perplexed.  She  had  a 
room  full  of  brand  new  equip- 
ment for  our  second  studio 
"Control  Room  42".  but  we  were 
at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and 
besides  we  didn't  have  any 
money.  Rivero  needed  a  scheme

We  All . . .  Everyone  of  Us  who 
work  in  the  WPFW  music  library  are 
inspired  by  the  thought  of  keeping 
jazz  and  ethnic  music  on  the  airwave 
and  in  the  community.  One  such  Wash- 
ington, DC-based  group  is  Sweet 
Honey  in  the  Rock,  an  acapella  sing- 
ing group,  comprised  of  Bernice 
Johnson  Reagon,  Yasmeen  Bheti 
Williams,  Evelyn  Maria  Harris,  Ysaye 
Maria  Barnwell,  Aisha  Kahlil,  and 
Shirley  Childress  Johnson.  "We 
All . . .  Everyone  of  Us"  is  a  truly 
inspiring  album. 

The  music  draws  heartily  on  the 
beat,  repetitions,  melodies,  and  inter- 
jections of  traditional  spirituals  and 
gospel  music,  with  much  of  the  sub- 
ject matter  coming  from  political  and 
social  issues.  "Battle  for  My  Life" 
refers  to  human  rights,  neutron 
bombs,  greed,  defense  budget  vs. 
human  services,  and  alcoholism,  to 
name  a  few.  "Azanian  Freedom 
Song"  is  "crying  for  freedom  in  South 
Africa."  A  couple  of  the  songs  vehe- 
mently advocate  for  basic  human 


justice  and  decency,  as  in  "tlla's 
Song"—" . . .  until  the  killing  of  Black 
men,  Black  mother's  sons.  Is  as 
important  as  the  killing  of  white  men, 
white  mother's  sons. . .  "  and  in  "I'm 
Gon' Stand."  "We  will  not  bow  down 
to  racism.  .  .inhustice. .  .explo- 
ration." 

This  writer  saw  and  heard  Sweet 
Honey  for  the  first  time  at  the  1985 
Add  Arts  Festival,  Sept.  1  and  was 
truly  lifted  out  of  the  depths  of  despair 
by  the  ethereal  nature  of  the  sweet 
singing.  Even  without  the  focus  of  the 
issues,  the  music  sends  a  chill  down 
the  spine,  relaxes  tension,  and  opens 
a  window  to  one's  soul.  It's  music  one 
can  feel!
